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AWAKE! ARISE!

“Awake, thou that sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light.”—-Eph. 5:14. 


“Awake, thou that sleepest.” We have this in substance 
and in different forms elsewhere, but in actual form here. 
Luther said that certain texts were little Bibles. For in- 
stance, “God so loved the world, that he gave his only begot- 
ten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life” that is a little Bible. Another one 
is like unto it: “Behold, I stand at the door, and knock: if 
any man hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to 
him, and will sup with him, and he with me” (Rev. 3:20). 


I think this is one, too; at any; 


rate it is a text which is a little 
sermon: “Awake, thou that sleep- 
est, and arise from the dead, and 
Ghrist shall- give thee light” (Eph. 
5:14). That is an evangelistic 
text; it is an evangelistic address; 
it is put in the very form that 
conveys it to the people to whom 
you are talking. Now here is a 
text that is a sermon. You may 
forget what I say, but I want you 
to remember the text. I would 
put the trumpet to my lips and 
sound this text over and over 
again, “Awake, thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead and 
Christ shall give thee light.” 

There is the sinner described; 
there is the sinner’ addressed; 
there is the sinner pointed to the 
Saviour: What more would you 
have? 


I. The Sinner Described 
I: “Awake, thou that sleepest.” 


See how the sinner and the back- 
slider is described here, for the 
backslider has just gone back 
again into sin, has lost communion 
with his Saviour, and needs to 
be called back by thé Word by 
which he was brought at first 
out of darkness into light. He 


needs to be recovered. See how. 


our life away from Christ—the 
life of unbelief, the life of world- 
liness, the life of sin that you are 
living—is described here as a life 
of sleep. Elsewhere the figure 
is changed, and it is described 
as death. The Bible often changes 
its figures. 

“Awake, thou that sleepest.” 
The man who is not converted, the 
soul here that is not walking in 
the light-of.Christ’s grace, is a- 
sleep. You are like one who at 
twelve o’clock in the day is still 
soundly snoring on his bed. It is

not a complimentary description, 
is it? The Bible never was com- 
plimentary to a sinner; :.the Bible 
always speaks the plain, bare 
truth. That is why folks don’t 
like the Bible and don’t like the 
preacher. If, my dear friends, you 
have big notions about yourself, 
if you think, oh, well, you .may 
be a sinner, but you are a ‘super- 
ior sort of a sinner; then-you need 
not come to hear me, and you 
need not attend any preacher of 
the Bible, for you will never get 
those big notions flattered, you 
will get them contradicted. 

“Awake, thou that sleepest.” I 
can imagine a man saying, “Oh, 
this is overdone, you know; we 
must draw the line at this.” You 
say, “I have been here every night, 
McNeill. One night you called me 
a leper, another night blind, and 
another night paralytic; now you 
have it that I am snoring—these 
are surely rather hard speeches.” 

But it is the Bible. I stand on 
the Bible every time, and the 
Bible said it all to me first. I 
kicked against it just like my 
neighbors, but found it true, and 
I am not going to let you off. Not 
only does the Bible back me up, 
_ but my own experience does, and 
plenty of people also, who first 
of all were ruffled by God’s Word 
and irritated; but by-and-by they 
found out that the Bible was a 
faithful friend.

“world, you are very wide awake. 
A man would have to rise early 
to be up before you, and would 
have to sit up late to outwatch 
you. If there was anything to be 
got by it, you are on the night- 
shift to make overtime. I believe 
you are all agog; you would turn 
night into day and make Sunday 
into Saturday, if it got you some- 
thing as regards this present 
world. Yet making that admission 
—that you are not stupid and not 
asleep, that you are keen in bus- 
iness and intellectual activity, a 
great reader, a great thinker, 
earnest in attendance at evening 
classes, and legitimately employing 
your time—still, man, if you are 
not converted, if you do not know 
Jesus Christ, where in the world 
have you been living for the last 
thirty years?

sweetest manner and saying, “Sir, 
Sir, I would not disturb you for 
the world, but it is nearly twelve 
o’clock.” I will stand that, or rath- 
er I wili lie that; I will keep 
sound and stiff. If you want to be 
my friend, you had better come 
—especially if there is anything 
wo wakening me for—and grip 
me, shake me, and tell me there 
is a letter come giving me a for- 
tune, or tell me that the house is 
on fire, and I will show you a 
jump.

“Awake, thou that sleepest,” to 
reality, to consciousness, to some 
dim understanding, at least, of 
existence, as represented by the 
eternal Word of the eternal God. 

“Awake, thou that sleepest,” and 
thank God that the message is 
so plain—a trumpet call, some- 
thing rolling, resounding, and no 
mistake about it. It is no world 
for sleeping in this. Ah! my care- 
less friend, or my busy friend— 
busy or careless with the things 


* of time, but asleep as to the things 


of eternity—this is no world for 
sleeping in. There may be circum- 
stances where sleep is appropriate, 
but that sleep of your soul is aw- 
fully inappropriate just now. When 
you know Christ and have come 
to Christ, lie down in Him and 
take a grand sleep; and as to all 
your affairs and all your interests, 
let them go to sleep. When you 
have come to Christ, rest in Him 
all your length, all your weight, 
all your destiny. Rest in Him as 
a tired laboring man rests at the 
close of a long journey, or after 
an exhausting day’s work. Sweet 
is the sleep of the resting soul. 

But oh, outside of Christ, how 
dare you sleep? Outside of Christ, 
how dare you rest? It is no world 
for sleeping in, poor sinner. Do 
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you know where I once. caught 
a man sleeping? I once caught a 
man lying asleep—a drunken sleep 
—between the four-foot as it is 
called, of the railway, and the 
midnight express coming thunder- 
ing down the bank. Such is thy 
state, O unconverted soul! Thou 
art asleep between the rails, and 
God’s judgment express is com- 
ing down and is almost on top 
of you. I say it again; it is no 
world for a sinner to go to sleep 
in. And as that express sounds 
forth its signals and sends news 
in advance of it, so God, who is 
coming to judge the world, in 
mercy is sending a sound before 
Him. Awake and listen, and you 
will hear the far-off sound of 
that judgment which is coming. 
Get upon your feet and get into 
the six-foot. Even that will not 
save you. Get out from between 
the rails altogether; get out, shift 
your body, get yourself clear. 


I wakened that man, didn’t I? 
How could I pass him? And didn’t 
I waken him rather roughly? 
Would I have been a fool if I had 
sat down and said polite things 
to him? Was I not his best friend 
when I gripped him and held him, 
and, half asleep and half awake, 
got him into safety? And am I 
not your friend to stand in the 
face of you tonight and ‘tell you 
the truth? Oh, man, awake! 
“Awake thou that sleepest, and 
arise from the dead.” 


First of all, “Awake, thou that 
sleepest.” But then in this wonder- 
ful little text of mine there is 
another trumpet blast—two trum- 
pet calls in one text: not many 
texts like that! “Awake, thou that 
sleepest, and”—what? ‘And arise 
from the dead.” What does that 
mean? Oh, I: think there is a 
beautiful sequence in these two 
trumpet calls, in these two evan- 
gelical cries from the preacher’s 
heart, and from God’s heart, and 
from the Holy Ghost’s heart. First 
of all “awake”; that’s the first 
thing. 


Then the second thing is, of 
course, “get up, arise from the 
dead,” for every man who awakens 
is not a man who is up, is he? 
Oh, no, no, no! We are illustrat- 
ing this every morning. Some of 
us make a big difference between 
awakening and getting up. It is 
not so hard to awaken some of 
you, but oh, it is a job to get you 
over on to your feet! You will 
awaken, you will get on your el- 
bow, you will crack away with 
anybody for an hour like a pop- 
gun; you will talk and talk, and 
drink a cup of coffee in your bed 
—oh, how you like it! Yes, any- 
thing to postpone the actual 
having to get up and put on your 
clothes and go back again to the 
old treadmill of the world’s work. 
And if it were not for the spur 
that you have to go, some of you 
don’t know when you would go. 


-Oh, some of us don’t know how 


| lazy we can be, for we have never 


been tried. If you had been the 
eldest son of a duke, you might 
have been just as rmaich a lie-a- 
bed and a trifler as those swells 


whom you always denounce, who 
don’t need to get up in the morn- 
ing. Well, maybe you are more 
like them than you think. You 
don’t need to get up every Sunday 
morning. Are you oversmart then? 
No, verily. 

We will not go much farther 
on that line, but allow me to 
insist on this: it is one thing to 
be wakened up, and another thing 
to get up. How many things come 
in between these! And, spiritually, 
how true that is! I believe it has 
been illustrated every night at 
these meetings, and will be illust- 
rated at every evangelical meeting 
in this city. If we are preaching 
the Word of God, we will have 
people interested, and they will 
sit back and say, “That is true, 
that is straight, this is plain; now 
that’s the kind of preaching that 
doesn’t fly over a fellow’s head.” 
You admit that this is true, you 
are awakened; but alas, alas! 
that’s all. You don’t rise, you don’t 
get up, you don’t come to Christ. 
You sit there and talk back; you 
are only wakened. 


You know there is one thing 
which keeps people from getting 
up; sometimes it keeps me. I don’t 
know whether it is the same with 
you? I take these homely illust- 
rations that cause a smile because 
they are true. And I hope there 
is a smile on your heart of intel- 
ligent appreciation. Now, I have 
wakened and not got up; this 
was the fatal thing: I fell over 
again and dreamed that I was up. 
Haven’t you done that? I dreamed 
that I was up and dressed, and 
then afterwards woke with a start 
and an awful disappointment, to 
find that it was all to do yet, I’m 
afraid there are a lot of people 
that way in religion. They only 
think 

Now, my friends—I speak with 
all tender and affectionate solici- 
tude—I stand in doubt of you. If 
I could but get nearer to you, to 
look into the very eyes of your 
soul and shake you and say, “Now, 
John, you’re not up yet you are 
still lying on the bed of self- 
pleasing and worldliness and in- 
dulgence; your tongue is awake, 
but you are talking in your sleep, 
you are not up yet, you are not 
in the daylight of eternity yet—no, 
not yet—but you may be this min- 
ute while I speak. 

Come, wake, man; arise, take 
the step forward and outward 
away from sleep, away from your 
past, away from every consider- 
ation that would keep you down, 
and step out and get clear of the 
bed and be able to say, “I am up, 
bless God, I’m up. I know that 
I’m up, and I know that I have 
left my bed by the very shivers 
that are going through me in the 
cold.” 

Ah, yes! you will hear a great 
many people talking about the joy 
of conversion. Well, that’s true, 
but there is often before the joy, 
a wee while, as they say in Scot- 
land, a little time of a kind of 
mortal shivering, when a man 
wakens up to the realities before 
him. Ah! it is cold, it is an un- 
familiar state, and you are aw- 


\ 


fully prone to go back, saying, cheat us to our very faces. No, 


“Tl take another forty winks.” 
Now, don’t; oh, don’t! It’s an aw- 
ful thing. You’ll go back and you 
will oversleep yourself almost as 
sure as sure can be. You will; 
you know it in the affairs of this 
world. You have got to distrust 
yourself there. You know that if 
you turn over after waking and 
take another forty winks in the 
morning you are too late, and you 
go shivering and shambling and 
ashamed to the gate of your work- 
shop—late, and the foreman meets 
you and says, “Look here, if you 
can’t come in the morning when 
the men’s work begins, you can 
stay away all day; we don’t need 
you” I have known men to whom 
that has happened, and it cured 
them of their heavy-headedness 
and their trifling. And, oh, my 
friend, I know that while I am 
speaking concerning the bed on 
which you are lying, the Devil 
is making it appear to you ever 
so easy, soft, and delicious as now 
that I want you to arise. 


The life of unbelief and world- 
liness and of taking the day as 
it comes—the Devil is whispering 
how sweet it is, how pleasant! 
But to come to Christ is to come 
under obligations. He is telling 
you that to come to Christ is to 
come to a new Master who is 
hard, and whom there is no pleas- 
ing; and as to wages, nobody 
ever saw them. The Devil says, 
“You know I pay you cash down.” 
He is a liar; he does not. But he 
will dare to say it all the same. 
“I make my service one of ready 


money; I give you pleasure and 
all that you: want right off.’’ No, 
you don’t; you tickle and trick and 


no, no! Come away to Christ; 
don’t yield to the whispering se- 
ductions of the Devil and the 
flesh. 

“Awake, arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light.” 
Spring to your feet like a man; 
it is high time—it is almost past 
time. “What meanest thou, O 


sleeper? Arise and call upon thy 


God.”’ 

And, then, to help you to arise, 
do you notice what the text says? 
“Arise from the dead.’”’ Oh, what 
does that mean and what is that 
intended for? Well that is the 
counter-blast to those seductions 
that are trying to grip you in their 
soft embraces while I am trying 
to arouse you. There is the truth, 
too, to describe what is round 
about you and the state you are 
in. Who would sleep in a grave- 
yard? Who would live among 
bones and decay? And that is 
where you are living, unconverted 
sinner. “Arise from the dead.” 
That is to help you to make a 
jump; for you will be like them 
if you stay with them much long- 
er—utterly dead, no more im- 
pressed at all with the rousing call 
of the Gospel; and the very Spirit 
of God Himself may say at last, 
“Sleep on, sleep on. Ephraim is 
joined to his idols, let him alone.” 
“You have made your bed, now 
lie upon it.” That hour, that aw- 
ful moment may come; for God’s 
sake and thine own, be wise this 
minute’ There is a time when 
God’s Spirit ceases to strive with 
men who say, “A little more sleep, 
a little more slumber, a little more 
folding of the hands.” If you love 
it, sleep on

Ill. The Sinner Pointed to the 
Saviour 

What next? See the beautiful 
sequence of the text, first of all 
to awaken you, then to get you 
up, and then “Christ shall give 
thee light.” It is just as though 
I came in in the morning when 
all is dark; I waken you and 
shake you, for two things compel 
me: I have a great offer to make 
to you, and I have an awful 
danger to warn you from. That 
is why I am so urgent, and that 
is why I am shaking you by the 
shoulder. A great offer for you— 

“Christ shall give thee light”; and 
the great danger to warn you from 
—the awful death, the awful 
danger of passing away in your 
sleep, as we read of people doing 
every day in the newspapers. God 
save us! There may be numbers 
of people who spiritually pass 
away -in their sleep and have 
never awoke. They never gave to 
minister or missionary one single 
solitary sign that ever they awoke 
to the realities of sin and sal- 
vation—never one. They passed 
away in their sleep; they died as 
they lived! Now, “Christ shall give 
thee light.” It is like this. When 
a man wakens under the preach- 
ing of the Gospel to the eternal 
verities of God’s Word and truth 
and springs up into activity, he 
usually finds that he wakens up 
to darkness and perplexity, and 
often in more or less of alarm, 
with fright upon his spirit. “Oh, 
oh! What is it? Where am I now?” 
Why, the other night in Oakley 
Square I woke after midnight and 
I heard pouring through the 
Square the rush of feet and the 
sound of voices. I sprang out of 
bed and went to the window, and 
there, just outside of the window, 
I saw the whole sky blazing with 
the reflected flame of a_ great 
fire, and people rushing from all 
parts—for there are Londoners 
who never seem to go to bed. Let 
a fire blaze up at any time and 
you will have a crowd of dressed 
men and women pouring to that 
sight. 

Well, ofttimes when a sinner 
first awakes, he awakes with the 
red, lurid glare coming in at his 
window; he awakens up—to put 
it in Old Testament fashion—with 
Sinai gleaming in upon his soul. 
That sight, “that blackness and 
darkness, and voice of the trum- 
pet, and sound of words,” that 
lightning and thunder, and there 
is no peace and no rest. A man 
is not comfortable when he wak- 
ens; he wakens with his face to 
Sinai, and there sweeps through 
his soul these considerations: ‘God 
is holy, God is my lawgiver; I have 
broken His laws. I was made by 


Him, and am accountable to Him, } 


and my life has been a transgres- 
sion, a trampling under foot of His 
commands, and of His grace and 
mercy.” And nothing about Him 
seems to give peace. It is like the 
glare of the midnight fire. If I 
waken up and discover that there 
is a fire and that the fire is not 
in the next street, that it is not 
in the next house, but that it has 
fastened upon my own house, it 
keeps me from going back to bed 
and to sleep. I begin to make 
shift, to get out of the house; I 
am glad to hear then about 
escapes, fire engines, and ladders, 
and all that kind of thing. So 
when a sinner wakens up to know 
God, and the holiness of God, and 
the law, with its curse, to the 
thought of meeting with God, His 
peace vanishes as a dream when 
one waketh. He is awakened, and 
he is up, and now what is he to do? 

Now, my friend, if you are 
awakened, I don’t say that you 
are to put yourself in a state of 
terror. Every one is not alarmed 
by a fire. Some, when a fire is in 
their house, are wonderfully cool; 
others are wonderfully excited; 
but all are making their way out. 
Now, whether cool or not, you 
are wanting peace, you are want- 
ing rest, you are wanting sal- 
vation. You have wakened up to

Bible that has been talking in 
thunder tones to you all along 
suddenly changes and brings in 
a new word, a new name that I 
never mentioned before, “Christ 
shall give thee light.” 

First of all, you are sleeping 
in the midst of your danger and 
distress; then, when you are a- 
wakened to “it~ all, “Christ shall 
give thee light.” Do you _ ask, 
“Where is He?”..He is beside-you; 
He has come in; He is the brave 
fireman; He has come into your 
burning building, and has wanted 
to fill His arms with you. Will 
you let Him? 

It is like this. In Edinburgh, one 
night a fire broke out—a raging, 
destroying, desolating fire. Some 
friends of mine lived in one of the 
“flats,” as they are called. The 
people heard the noise, they heard 
the crackling, they heard the 
shouts, and they awakened the 
Sleepers. They arouse, though, 


alas, alas! they siropaanda went 
wrong. They arose, they gathered 
themselves together, they came 
downstairs till they came to the 
passage, the entry, the ‘‘close,” 
as they call it there, ‘that leads 
out into the street. They were al- 
most safe, but in that entry lead- 
ing to the street they were met 
by a blinding rush of smoke, and, 
in the terror and alarm of the 
moment, instead_of going straight 
out through the smoke, they turn- 
ed into a door that was stand- 
ing deceitfully open, a door into 
a chamber, and before they could 
recover from their mistake they 
were suffocated; they perished in 
the smoke. 

What would have saved my 
friends? This, if in that moment 
of panic and terror and confusion, 
by fire on the one hand and smoke 
on the other, and danger all round 
about, if there could have pierced 


through the blinding smoke, only

gelists who, instead of saving 
souls, make a multitude of hypo- 
crites,”” we went on defending 
evangelism. 

When others said that Child 
Evangelism, Sunday schools and 
and two-by-two visitation inviting 
people for church membership had 
now taken the place of great re- 
vival campaigns, with a God-call- 
ed and anointed evangelist, we 
kept on preaching and practicing 
evangelism. We kept on introduc- 
ing Spirit-filled young men as 
evangelists and boosting them in 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 

A great Christian magazine 
first published Dr. L: S. Chafer’s 
book, True Evangelism, and then 
it was taken up by a Bible insti- 
tute, and far and wide this slan- 
der went out that evangelists were 
themselves ‘a false force in 
evangelism,” - that they should 
never aspire to any work but pio- 
neer missionary work in unevan- 
gelized areas, that they should 
never condemn sin, that evan- 
gelists only gave a public invita- 
tion to make a big show and get 
more money. It taught that evan- 
gelists were wrong to ask people 
to make a public profession of 
faith in Christ, wrong to preach 
repentance. But THE SworpD oF 
THE LorD has gone on through 
the years upholding the doctrines 
and methods so clearly taught in 
the Bible and so nobly followed 
by D. L. Moody, R. A. Torrey and 
other great soul winners. We 
spoke out when not another strong 
voice could be heard on _ this 
question. 

The Bible institutes, noble 
schools which have done a great 
work for God, little by little drift- 
ed away from the doctrine of 
Moody and Torrey on the special 
enduement of power for soul win- 
ning and took up the ultradispen- 
sational view of Darby and other 
Plymouth Brethren, As a result 
they ceased to turn out evangel- 
ists and instead, turned out spe- 
Cialists on technical details of 
prophecy, “Bible teachers’ who 
could not have great revivals. But 
THE SworRD OF THE LorRD went 
right on preaching the power of 
Pentecost, as it was. believed, 
taught and experienced by Spurg- 
eon, Finney, Moody Torrey, Billy 
Sunday, L. R. Scarborough, and 
others. 

Without extremes, without ever 
going off at a tangent, without 
ever being unbrotherly or unChris- 
tian, we have steadily held to the 
old-time Bible doctrines and the 


old-time Bible practices of reviv- 
al. We have encouraged evangel- 
ists. We have introduced thirty or 
forty evangelists to the public 
who are now being greatly used 
of God. We have opened doors for 
evangelists and evangelism. We 
have defended evangelists from the 
accusations of their jealous and 
worldly critics. THE SworD OF THE 
Lorp’s stand for old-time Bible 
evangelism, its unwavering stead- 
fastness in the face of loneliness, 
opposition and misunderstanding 
have earned the support for it of 
all SBible-believing people. We 
thank God for the great revivals 
about which we are hearing now 
in many parts of America. We be- 
lieve God will greatly increase 
these blessings as His people wait 
on Him and pay His price for re- 
vival. It is not hard to be for 
revival when it is popular. But all 
the readers of the THE SworD OF 
THE ‘LoRD know that we have been 
for it just the same when it was 
popular and unpopular. Many oth- 
ers will not be for evangelism if 
the tide ever turns, but readers 
have good reason to trust that 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD, with its 
editors, its strong office personnel, 
and the strong corps of evangelists 
and pastors who back it, all of 
one mind, will stay true to Bible 
evangelism whether popular or un- 
popular.

Look to Him, the Light on the 
cross. He is the Light that calms 
fears, that delivers me from all 
my guilt and condemnation. Christ 
shall give thee light, light, light! 
Light to see by, light to walk by, 
light for all your path along the 
road; and light, you kn means 
everything here. Darkness means 
all that is fearful and gloomy and 
paralyzing; light means everything 
that is helpful and hopeful, and 
liberating and enriching. Come to 
Christ and He shall give thee 
light; oh, come, trust Him; that is 


lose friends; but we have never 
wavered. 

When one of the most popular 
Bible teachers and _ theologians, 
teaching in a school which pledged 
every teacher to belief in the ver- 
bal inspiration of the Scriptures, 
denied the verbal inspiration of 
the Scriptures in his classes and 
conceded, in print, the modernists’ 
silly and unfounded guess that the 
synoptic gospels were copied from 
a “Q” manuscript preceding them 
all, and thus that the Scriptures 
were not given word-for-word by 
divine inspiration in the original 
manuscripts, .THE SWORD OF THE 
LorpD went right on faithfully 
teaching the verbal or word-for- 
word inspiration of the Scriptures.

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I have spent a good. deal of 
time in my office at Bob Jones 
University recently and have 
had an opportunity to study 
anew the testimony, the spirit- 
ual emphasis, and the unusual 
results that God has used Bob 
Jones University to accomplish 
for Him and His glory. It is 
absolutely impossible for any- 
one who is “not on the inside” 
to know the wonderful things 
that are taking place daily. 

We have just a partial report 
of the work done by the minis- 
terial students during the first 
week of their summer vacation.

frown of the world, taught that 
we should not preach against sin 
but preach a so-called “positive 
gospel,” we have gone on obey- 
ing the plain injunction of the 
Word of God to ‘“‘cry aloud, spare 
not, lift up thy voice like a trum- 
pet, and shew my people their 
transgression, and the house of Ja- 
cob their sins” (Isa. 58:1). Where 
else, since D. L. Moody, R. A. 
Torrey, James M. Gray and Dr. 
Charles Blanchard of Wheaton 
College died, has there been any- 
body else to speak out in interde- 
nominational circles against the 
wickedness of yoking up with un- 
believers in the lodges and against 
the unholy and forbidden oaths of 
the secret orders except that by 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD and the 
friends influenced by THE Sworp? 

Who else has been so consistent 
in a stand against the movies, the 
dance, and gambling and _ the 
liquor evil, among nationally- 
known Christian periodicals?

Bible. Every time a destructive 
critic or an infidel makes an at- 
tack upon it, it comes before the 
people with renewed power and 
strength. 

Voltaire predicted that within 
a hundred years the Bible would 
be out of date, but ere the century 
passed away his books were out 
of date and the printing press 
which published his books no long- 
er did so but was printing the 
Bible. At Paris today there is a 
Bible Book Store at the very 
place he .stood when he made 
that statement. Thomas Paine did 
his best to kill it, but the Bible 
is in greater demand than ever 
before. 

Who could live in a community 
without the Bible? The Bible 
guarantees protection to property 
and to life. Back in the days of 
the Wild West twa young men 
were traveling in that area. One 
night they stopped at a cabin and 
asked to be taken in for tthe night.

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If you are to grow spiritually 
you will need the sincere milk of 
the Word, that you may grow 
thereby. One of the greatest needs 
of today is some real knowledge 
of the Word of God. If you will 
stand by this old Book you can 
meet the toils, stand the dangers, 
overcome the temptations. We are 
not to study the Bible to be con- 
troversialists. We are not to be 
lawyers of the Word. We do not 
look upon the Bible as an armory 
from whence to draw weapons, 
but a well from which to draw 
waters for a thirsty soul. Through 
this living water you can live 
happily, die victoriously, and out- 
shine the sun throughout eternity. 
By taking heed to God’s Word you 
will be able to live a clean, pure, 
transparent, noble, courageous, 
and strong life. It is a message 
from the central heavens, a voice 
from the omnipotent throne, It 
reveals the way of life. It leads 
up to God and all that is good. 
To know it is the height of human 
knowledge; to teach it, the sum- 
mit of human service; to circulate 
it, the work of true philanthropy. 
It is a safe Book to live by, a 
sweet Book to die by, a sufficient 
Book for this world where we 
know in part and prophesy in part. 


Meditate Upon the Word 

That leads me to say that we 
must meditate upon the Word. 
From our Scripture lesson we read 
in the eighth verse,... “thou shalt 
meditate therein day and night.” 
In Genesis 24:63 we are told that 
Isaac went out to meditate in the 
field at eventide. Notice I Timo- 
thy 4:15 says, “Meditate upon 
these things; give thyself wholly 
to them; that thy profiting may 
appear to all.” David tells us in 
the first Psalm that the blessed 
man meditates in God’s law day 
and night. In Psalms 63:6 we 
read, “I...meditate on thee in 
the night watches.” Asaph says 
in Psalms 77:12, “I will meditate 
also of all thy works.” 


I plead with you to brush the 
dust off your Bible. Half the sor- 
rows come about because people 
do not read their Bible, They sim- 
ply do not know and can not 
understand the great truths it con- 
tains. 


In that wonderful walk which 
Jesus had with His disciples to 
Emmaus, after the resurrection, 
He said, after they had expressed 
their unbelief, “O fools, and slow 
of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken; Ought not 
Christ to have suffered ‘these 
things, and to enter ‘into his 
glory”? The next verse tells us 
much, “And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, he expound- 
ed unto them in all the scriptures 
the things concerning himself.’ 
After it was all over these two 
men said, “Did not our heart burn 
within us, while he talked with 
us by the way?” What Christ had

done was to make the Scriptures 
live. 

Many really good people, anxi- 
ous. to do right, fall into all kinds 
of blunders and some are led 
away by popular heresies which 
are easy to the flesh, simply be- 
cause they do not read, ponder 
and inwardly digest the abiding 
words of the Lord. The twelve 
year-old Christ sat among the 
doctors of thought and literature, 
and He sits there today while the 
greatest masters bow in His pres- 
ence. Our greatest historical giants 
were strengthened and received 
their power of expression from 
the knowledge of God’s Word. We 
need 'to have the dust washed out 
of our eyes with the Living Water 
that makes glad the City of God. 
We need to look through God’s 
telescope at the Lamb slain”before 
We can get a grip on divine things. 
If you will stand by the Bible 
and listen to its echo, you will not 
fail to bow to righteousness, take 
off your hat to truth and, like 
Moses, your shoes as well, feeling 
you are standing on holy ground. 

If you will meditate before the 
mirror of God’s Word you will see 
yourself as God sees you, People 
hate the Bible because it is a 
photographer, It takes man’s pic- 
ture but it does no retouching. 
Nobody would want his picture 
if it were not retouched. 

In a meeting in San Antonio, Tex- 
as, I had to have a picture made 
quickly for a newspaper cut. When 
the lady at the studio handed me 
the picture I thought it was the 
most terrible looking thing I had 
ever seen. It looked: exactly like 
me. When I complained, ‘Lady, 
this is terrible. Nobody would 
come if we used this picture,” she 
answered,“ Young man, you real- 
ize it Was a rush job and I did not 
have time to retouch it. If you 
would leave it here over the week- 
end and let me retouch it, I 
think you would like it.’”’ When 
We go to a photographer we want 
him to leave out the lines, remove 
the freckles, and camouflage the 
scars, After he has done all that, 
We smile and say, “Well, it looks 
so natural I believe I will take 
a dozen.” Yet if it looked natural 
We would not want any. That is 
why this is the slogan of every 
photographer, “Where there is 
beauty, we take it, where there 
isn’t, we make it.” 

The Bible takes man’s picture 
and does no retouching. If there 
is a blur or blot or scar, it shows 
it. The Bible takes man’s picture 
and reveals, “The whole head is 
sick, the whole heart is faint. 
From the sole of the foot unto the 
head there is no soundness in it, 
but wounds and bruises and putri- 
fying sores.” 

Oh beloved, we need to learn, 
love, and live the Bible. Believe 
it without doubting. When a color- 
ed lady was .asked the name of 
her baby, she said, “Hallowed.” 
It is a Bible name. The Bible says, 
‘Hallowed be thy name.” She just 
believed God’s Word. In John 6:63 
Christ says, “...the words that 
I speak unto you, they are spirit, 
and they are life.’ In John 8:47 
we read, “He that is of God hear- 
eth God’s Words.” John 15:3 tells 


us that We are clean through the 
Word. 


Maintain Good Works 

From my text we find that the 
Lord told the Israelites to main- 
tain good works when He said, 
“...do according to all that is 
written therein.” You know, if 
you are to have an undisturbed 
peace you must have an undefiled 
conscience. We need to be re- 
minded of Ephesians 2:10, “For 
We are his workmanship, created 
in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them.” 
The church today has so compro- 
mised with the world until the 
world is tired of our shaming pro- 
fessions. Many do not believe in 
Christianity because they see so 
many poor specimens in our 
churches. Thousands of people 
never read the gospel according 
to Matthew, Mark, Luke, or John, 
but they are reading the gospel 
according to you. In Titus 3:8 we 
read, “...they which have be- 
lieved in God might be careful to 
maintain good works.” 

I fear much of our trouble lies 
in the fact that our churches are 
filled with unregenerate people. 
Our churches today don’t need 


new members one half as badly 
as they need the old bunch worked 
over. It is one thing to have your 
name on some old dusty, musty, 
rusty church record, and it is an- 
other thing to have it on the re- 
cord in the sky. Church member- 
ship is the greased plank which 
the Devil is using to slide millions 
into Hell. Lots of people join the 
church from a business, political, 
or social standpoint for the same 
reason the yeggman cracks a safe 
—for what they-can get out of it. 
Many church members walk about 
God’s heritage with unclean hands 
handling holy things and their 
hearts are as black as the filthy 
hinges on the gates of Hell. God 
save us from deacons who are 
angels in church, saints on the 
street, and devils in the home. 
Then there are some preachers 
who preach so marvelously you 
should think they should never 
come out of the pulpit; yet they 
live so worldly they should never 
go into the pulpit. Our church 
members seem to have no passion 
whatever for souls. They are 
lolling in their well-fed content- 
ment, satisfied with magnificent 
buildings, stained windows, pipe 
organs, vestments, rich, influen- 
tial congregations and spiritual 
death awaits the church unless 
she hurls herself from her couch 
of ease. Much church work is an 
abomination in the sight of God. 
One of the most disgusting things 
We are called to look upon today 
is to see an old -rebel to God’s 
laws going to the judgment with 
blood on his hands and all the 
while he is turning wheels within 
wheels, substituting a little church 
activity for spiritually, religious- 
ness for righteousness, churchani- 
ty for Christianity. The church in 
her endeavors to serve God and 
mammon is becoming cross-eyed 
and losing the power to know 
good from evil. In Isaiah 5:20 we 
read, “Woe unto them that call 
evil good, and good evil; that put 
darkness for light, and light for 
darkness; that put bitter for 
sweet, and sweet for bitter!” 
The movie-going, bridge-play- 
ing, dancing church members 
aren’t worth a dime a dozen. Do 
you pray, do you do personal work 
and lead people to a saving know- 
ledge of the Lord Jesus? Many 
professed Christians limit their 
work to turning ice cream freez- 
ers, making oyster stew, washing 
dishes, and managing church ba- 
zaars, You are about as cold as 
the ice cream you make and as 
thin as the oyster soup you manu- 
facture. You need a diver’s suit 
to catch one oyster at one of 


those church festivals. Yes, many 


churches are trying to stop the 
worldly leaks by getting busy on 
the old oyster soup pump. The 
more oyster soup it takes to run 
a church, the faster that church 
runs to the Devil. 

Our churches today are asleep 
instead of advancing, banqueting 
and ballyhooing instead of bap- 
tizing; carnal instead of conquer- 
ing; dull instead of devout; enter- 
taining instead of edifying; fading 
instead of flourishing; grasping 
instead of giving; harmful instead 
of helpful; icy instead of ignit- 
able; jaunty instead of judicious; 
kidding instead of kneeling; lazy 
instead of laborious; malicious in- 
stead of merciful; neglectful in- 
stead of negotiating; oblivious in- 
stead of occupying; passive in- 
stead of participating; pleading, 
quibbling instead of quoting; re- 
forming instead of redeeming; 
sleeping instead of soliciting; tak- 
ing instead of tithing; unbelieving 
instead of understanding; vain in- 
stead of valid; waiting instead of 
willing; xcusing instead of xray- 
ing; yelping instead of yearning 
and yielding; zigzagging instead 
of zooming. God help us to get 
back to consistent Christian liv- 
ing! 

Manifest Power in Prayer 

Now I come to exhort you to 
manifest power in prayer. Open 
your Bible to Joshua 7:6 and see 
General Joshua lying on his face 
before God in earnest prayer. 
Prayer is the Christian’s vital 
breath. Prayer is the spirit of 
Christianity. To be physically 
strong we must breathe deeply. 
There are many sickly Christians 
today because they are too lazy 
to breathe into their souls the 
oxygen of Heaven. Prayer is hold- 
ing communion with God, Like the 
commerce carried on between the 


oceans and the clouds, bringing 
down the moisture in the dew and 
rain to quench the thirst of vege- 
tation and then ascending again 
in the mists back to the clouds 'to 
return again to fill the babbling 
brooks, tke rivulets and the rivers 
which roll into the feuntains of 
the great deep, our spirits go out 
to God for help and guidance and 
the blessings come from His un- 
wasting hand to satisfy our needs, 
In every Christian’s heart must be 
his altar of incense. When the 
fires go out upon this altar, his 
spiritual life ebbs low. 

Look at Daniel. He was not 
afraid of wicked rulers and he 
could defy decrees because he 
prayed to his God. A little girl 
was reading about Daniel and she 
got a little mixed in her pronun- 
ciation. Where the Bible says he 
had a spirit in him she read, “he 
had a spine in him.” She did not 
miss it far. He had a backbone, 
It would not be possible for some 
people to have spinal meningitis. 
They haven't the thing with which 
to have it. The chiropractor could 
not do business with them. Read 
Daniel 6:10 and you will read the 
reason for Daniel’s success. “He 
kneeled upon his knees three 
times a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God.” I have 
wondered why David was a man 
bof such strong faith and could 
say, “The Lord is my Shepherd, 
I shall not want.” One day I read 
the secret, recorded in Psalm 55: 
17, “Evening, and morning, and 
at noon, will I pray, and cry 
aloud: and he shall hear my 
voice.” He fed his soul at stated 
times, he was regular in his spir- 
itual diet. From the third chap- 
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ter of Acts we learn of the dis- 
ciples going up to the Temple at 
the hour of prayer. The man who 
is not regular in his spiritual ha- 
bits will ‘have indigestion. Our 
churches are full of spiritual dy- 
speptics. Their trouble is’ due to 
the fact that they do not feed 
their souls at regular times. They 
become grumblers and chronic 
kickers and stumbling-stones in 
the way of sinners. You feed your 
body at regular times. Why don’t 
you feed your soul at regular 
times? If you do, you will find 
renewed strength as Isaiah de- 
clared in Isaiah 40:31, “They that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles; they shall 
run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint.” 

Once when a train stalled an 
impatient passenger asked the 
conductor why they were waiting 
and he received this answer, “To 
get up steam.” By and by the en- 
gine began to ‘move, the wheels 
began to turn, and the train 
moved at a rapid rate. There 
come times when the Christian 
finds a high grade ‘to pull and for 
a time it looks to be impossible. 
Let him wait for Jehovah in pray- 
er and he will renew his strength, 
then he can climb the grade with 
ease, 

Once a lady said, “I cannot un- 
derstand this verse where We are 
commanded to pray without ceas- 
ing.” Her colored cook, a very poor 
girl, said, “I can explain it. When 
I open my eyes to the light of 
day, I say, ‘Lord, I am blind. Let 
the light of Thy countenance come 
into this dark heart of mine 
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and make me to behold Thy beau- 
ty.’ When I begin to dress, I say, 
‘Lord, I am spiritually naked. 
Clothe me with the robe made 
white in the blood of the Lamb.’ 
When I make the fire in the stove, 
I say, ‘Lord, enkindle in this cold 
heart of mine the fire of Thy 
love and burn out all of the 
dross.’ When I take a drink of 
water, I say, ‘Dear Lord, give me 
from the Water of Life that flows 
from the throne of God and the 
Lamb that my thirst may be sat- 
isfied.’ When I prepare the bread 
for breakfast, I say, ‘Lord, give 
me the hidden manna, the bread 
that comes down from Heaven, 
that I may be strong and able to 
do Thy will.’ When I sweep the 
floors and dust the furniture, I 
say, Lord, sweep out this heart of 
mine and remove all the sin and 
iniquity and make it a fit place 
for Thy Holy Spirit.

on Old Testament sources, on in- 
spiration, etc.; but if you are, then 
I assure you that you are only one 
modernist in an ignorant thou- 
sand. And I assure you that all 
over America I have urged reput- 
able men, with reputable profes- 
sorships and Ph.D. degrees, to 
meet me before great congrega- 
tions to discredit the Bible, to of- 
fer the evidence for their unbe- 
lief. They never do. I have found 
uniformly that modern infidels in 
the church do not have the scho- 
larship to document their claims. 
They can write their unbelief for 
unlettered Sunday School pupils. 
They can break down the faith of 
freshmen in college. But they do 
not have the scholarly minds, nor 
scientific reverence, nor unbiased 
love for truth to face scholars. 

In your own case I judge that 
you have simply followed un- 
worthy leaders and have not had 
much encouragement to check up 
on the unbelief which they love 
and teach and which you were 
‘too willing to follow. 

Naturally I cannot be blamed 
for all you may find amiss in any 
friend of mine. It is true that I 
am by conviction premillennial. 
But I was trained in postmillen- 
nialism in the seminary and my 


- convictions changed, of necessity, 


from Bible Study. However, a 
great many beloved and reput- 
able Bible-believing Christians are 
not premillennial. 

Your real trouble is not over 
the second coming of Christ, but 
over Christ Himself and His 
claims, and His Word.

And now sadly I feel compelled 
to ask you an honest question, 
Suppose you are honest in believ- 
ing that the Bible is not what it 
Claims to be, that Christ is not 
what He claimed to be, that clas- 


sic and historical Christianity is || 


a false religion (as it certainly 
would be if modern unbelief is 
right)—I say, supposing that you 
are honest in this conviction, then 
how can you, in good conscience, 
claim to be a Christian, knowing 
that the term Christian means 
more than you are and that the 
classic and historical Christian 
position is not your own? And 
how could you take solemn vows 
as binding as oaths, to teach and 
defend the Articles of Religion of 
the Methodist church when in 
your heart you despise those Ar- 
ticles of Religion and do not de- 
fend them but renounce them? 


As Wesley said, orthodoxy is 
not all of Christian religion; but 
don’t you think honest dealing and 
telling the truth and standing by 
holy contracts are a part of Chris- 
tianity? How can a man take 
solemn vows which he does not 
mean to keep, take them with 
mental reservation, tongue in 
cheek, for a job and for honor- 
able position, intending to break 
these vows and violate these pro- 
mises and still claim to be a 
Christian? 

Of course I am not your 
judge. I am an honest man who 
believes the Bible and believes in 
telling the truth and keeping 
vows. I have abundantly proven 
by years of scientific and histori- 
cal investigation that the Bible is 
all it claims to be—the infallible 
Word of God. Those who deny that 
deny it because they want to deny 
it and are not willing to make 
honest investigation. But if the 
time ever came that I did not be- 
lieve the Bible, did not believe 
that Jesus Christ is the virgin- 
born Son of God, deity incarnated, 
and did not believe the other es- 
sentials of the historical Chris- 
tian faith, then I would of course 
honestly say so, but I would not 
any longer claim to be a Chris- 
tian, and I would not any longer 
pretend to Christianity to get the 
support and means and leader- 
ship of SBible-believing, honest 
Christians. 

Maybe Bob Ingersol was an in- 
fidel honestly in his heart. But if 
he had claimed to be a Christian 
believing what he did, he would 
not have been honest, and neither 
is any other man taking Inger- 
sol’s position doctrinally and 
claiming to be a Christian. 

Suppose all of us Bible believ- 
ers are, as you say, ignorant, re- 
actionary Pharisees; suppose all 
New Testament Christians are. 
Then why don’t you simply re- 
nounce Christianity and say about 
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Come to Siloam Springs 


‘Christ and the prophets and apos- 
tles and all the ‘saints just what 
you say about John Wesley and 
Bishop Asbury and Peter Cart- 
wright and me? 
I should like to have your an- 
swer, and I hope you wili write 
me an honest answer. But if you 
do not answer the letter, you still 
have to answer to God, the God 
who holds people to account for 
their vows and oaths. 
May I send you my book, Is 
Jesus God? which goes somewhat 
into the evidence for the deity 
of Christ, His virgin birth, the 
bodily resurrection, and other evi- 
dences? IT would be glad to send 
it with my compliments.

ing without prevailing prayer. 
There may be magnificent display 
of literary finish, rhetorical art, 
intellectual acumen, but the mes- 
sage will not be in 'the demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit where there is 
little or no prayer. It is impossi- 
ble to be filled with tthe Holy 
Spirit if you are not a Christian 
of much prayer. Of all the sad 
negects in present-day Christian 
living ‘there is perhaps none so 
sad and fatal as the neglect of 
prayer, Why is there so much ma- 
chinery in the church and so lit- 
tle real work turned out? Why is 
there so much preaching and so 
few conversions? Why is there so 
much Christian enterprise and so 
little Christian progress? Neglect 
of prayer is the answer to all 
these questions. 


Revivals never break out among 
prayerless people. Prayerless peo- 
Ple are powerless people, and 
powerless people are usually god- 
less people. One of the saddest 
things in my ministry as I travel 
up and down this land as an am- 
bassador for God is that the aver- 
age congregation carries no bur- 
den of prayer at all. Many of 
them have no sympathy with those 
who do. If we have a real God- 
sent, Heaven-born, old-fashioned 
revival, Zion must prevail. Abra- 
ham prayed for Sodom, Moses for 
Israel, Elijah prayed on Carmel, 
Daniel in Babylon, Paul and Silas 
in jail, John on Patmos. John 
Knox prayed for Scotland, Ro- 
berts for Wales, and we must pray 
for our cities. If we pray, God will 
answer with fire. 


Minister the Word to Others 

It is a great joy to preach this 
next point in my message—Min- 
ister the Word to others. That is 
exactly what Joshua did because 
We read in Joshua 3:9 that he 
commanded the children of Israel 
to come and hear the word of 
God. Today the Devil side-tracks 
many preachers by getting them 
off on some hobby. By that I mean 
they largely preach just one Sub- 
ject—prophecy, or communism, or 
Federal Council of Churches. 
If ever I get one-sided and begin 
preaching only one message, I 
pray “O God, let it be the mes- 


I know some people who claim 
a so-called second blessing, claim- 
ing they never sin, yet they never 
win anybody to Christ, Others talk 
about how they received the bap- 
tism and spoke in tongues and yet 
never win souls. 

Once in a testimony meeting 
in one of Mr. Moody’s meetings a 
man shouted, “Brother Moody, for 
twenty years I have been living 
on the Mount of Transfiguration.” 
Mr. Moody asked him if he had 
ever won a soul to Christ. When 
this man answered “No,” Mr. 
Moody replied, “Well, we don’t 
want that kind of mountain-top 
experience.” 


doesn’t send us out all aglow to 
tell the old, old story of the death 
of Christ. To Hell with any pro- 
phecy preaching that doesn’t win 
souls by proclaiming the first 
coming of Christ where God’s 
Lamb at Calvary was slain to 
save the souls of dying men and 
women. 


I stand before you to plea with 
you that whatever else you do 
or don’t do, determine here and 
now you are going to be a soul 
winner, O God, give us soul-win- 
ners, Where are the suppliants 
who know how to grip’God’s altar 
and bring down fire from Heaven 
upon their daily sacrifice; then 
go out with Holy Ghost power to 
carry out the Great Commission 
of the risen Son of God? To be 
a soul winner is to be the noblest 
thing in all the world, the strong- 
est thing, the most beautiful thing. 
It is the strongest thing in the 
world, and when you try it you 
will quickly discover that human 
strength alone is absolutely fu- 
tile, and the Devil will fight you 
in this field as nowhere else. 
Suppose everyone listening to 
my voice would determine now to 
lovingly and tenderly speak to a 
friend or neighbor about Jesus. 
Surely somebody would find some- 
one who does not know God and 
bring that one into contact with 
Him. Wouldn’t that be wonderful? 
There are more people ready for 
that message than you realize. 
There are more people hungering 
and thirsting after righteousness 
than you suppose. There are many 
people who are disappointed in 
us because we have not prayed 
with them and witnessed to them. 
All about you there are people 
longing for sympathy, love, some 
word about the Lord. I beg you 
to go forth in His name and speak 
the word that brings pardon, 
peace, comfort, strength and life 
to sin-sick souls. 


What has sealed your lips? 
What is paralyzing your heart? 
What is strangling your enthus- 
ism? What is preventing your wit- 
ness for Christ? Angels look down 
from the battlements of the sky 
envying you your opportunity. 
Don’t tell me you love God if you 
don’t tell others about Him. If 
you have felt His healing touch 
and if you enjoy the happiness of 
a Christian, don’t just fondle and 
nurse yourself and sing to your- 
self and talk about the sweet By 
and By. You are to go out and 
tell every lost man and woman 
that Jesus Christ has made pos- 
sible ‘their salvation and longs for 
them to come to Him. It is ‘the 
business of the church not to 
please herself, not to nurse her- 
self, rest at ease in Ziom and live 
in contentment, but to be on the 
firing line with the Gospel dyna- 
mite. When you sing, “Throw out 
the Lifeline,’ make room in the 
lifeboat for others. 

When Peter and John were on 
their way to the Temple they saw 
a beggar.
